A QUIET STROLL

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—From eky- 
scrapers to churches, and from tue 
Stock exchange to the movies, with the 
horse show as a eide line, the Prince 
of Wales was whirled today in a 
kaleideoscope view of the varied acti- 
vitles of the metropolis. Everywhere 
he went huge crowds cheered him to 


the echo, giving him a reception such | 


as even New York has rarely witnessed 
before. ‘ 

The prince seemed to enjoy every 
| minute of his program, but judging 
from appearances, the hit of the day 
for him was the “movies.” 

Infectious Laugh, 

The exhibitinn’was given at the Old 
Academy of Music, where his grand- 
father had been a guest sixty years 
ago at the historic “Diamond bal.” 
Seated In the same armchair Edward 
VII had occwpled, the prince laugh- 
ed with the unrestrained enthusiasm 
of an unsophisticated school boy at 
the two comedies presented. He had 
asked for “something to laugh at,” 
end he got it. It was a slapstick 
comedy of the Slapstickiest kind, 
with the hero doused in rivers, smear- 
ed with pie, butted by goats, and the 
infectious laugh of the prince set the 
frhole great audience reeling. 

On entrance to the theatre the 
prince was greeted by fifteen pretty 
girls dressed in the costume of pre- 
civil war times who curtesied ‘after 
the fashion of their grandmothers. 
The management of the theatre had 
fiso managed to collect fifteen surviv- 
ors cf the original Diamond ball, who 
‘were presented to the grandson of 
the prince they had met to honor in 
their youth. 

At Horse Show. 

From the theatre the prince drove 
to Madison Square Gardens where he 
was the guest at the horse show of 
Commander (Eva Booth, of the Salva- 
tion Army, the famous show this year 
being a benefit performance for the 
Salvation Anmy in recognition of its 
services during the twar, The royal 
ryt passed to {te box through double 
ines of Salvation lassies, who were 
no whit behind the more worldly 
spectators in the warmth cf their 
greeting to the prince, After spending 
a few minutes chatting with Com- 
mander Booth, the prince jeft his box 
and entered the ring where he watch- 
ed the jumping contests, 

Leaving the garden the prince paid 
@ brief visit to the New York Yacht 
club, where he inspected the models 
of famous yachts including the Amer!- 
&a's Cup defender, and the numerous 
trophies which the olub boasts. 

On his return to the Waldorf hotel, 
the prince stole a march on both the 
crowds who have trailed his every 
movement and the small army of 
newspaper reporters who have formed 
his unofficial bodyguard. 

Fifth Avenue Stroll, 

Slipping out from a side entrance 
of the hotel, he went for a quiet stroll 
on Fifth avenue, unattended except 
by @ couple of secret service men.

through the tremendous tide of traffic 
which swept down the avenue in the 
evening homeward rush. One of a 
couple of girls almost gave his identity 
away by calling out ‘Why, tnere’s the 
prince,” but her companion ridiculed 
her guess and before she could argue 
the point, the prince was swallowed 
up in the crowd.

115,000,000 Gallons of Spirits in 
Bond May Be Distributed 
in Britain 


COMES AS SURPRISE 
Announcement Is Greeted with 
Loud Cheers by Members in 
House of Commons 


LONDON, Nov. 19.-—-One hundred 
and fifteen milllon gallons of whiskey 
besides «ther quantities of spirits in 
bond in Great Britain, were released 


' from war time restrictions today and 


may be distributed to all-comers who 


j can versuatde the dealers to sell. 


The announcement of the removal of 
the restrictions, which was made with- 
out warning in the house of commons 
by the food controler Tuesday, came 
as a surprise to the members, who 
greeted it with lond cheers. 

The liquor trade was eqnally sur- 
prised, and was beselred by the well- 
to-do among the public as soon as the 
unexpected news spread. Many orders 
of from fifty to a hundred dozens were 
placed immediately, in addition to nu- 
merous commissions for smaller quan- 
tities, 

Price Controlled, 

Although it {s fieured that enough 
spirits has been thus freed to supply 
every man, woman and child fn the 
country with thirty-six bottles apiece, 
it is doubtful if the public will find 
{t easy at present to Increase con- 
sumption to a great extent. The gov- 
ernment maintains control of the 
maximum price, which for whiskey {s 
ten shillings and six pence per bottle, 
and it is not believed that the dealers 
will sell much below that figure, as! 
the existing hirh duty will remain. 

Moreover, restrictions on distillation 
during the war and the necessity of, 
maturing stocks may iead the dealers 
to hold large quantities. On the other! 
hand it will be possible to sell all the, 
American whiskey which has reached 
and is still reaching England, though 
clearance from the customs may be 
slow.

ninety one applicants, W. J. Kerr, a 
man who had done much toward 
having the land opened for soldier 
ecttlement, was the lucky eontestant 
for the receipt of first choice of the 
land offered. 

The selection made by Kerr was 
that of the south west quarter section 
of 36-43-25, appraised by soldier 
settlement board valuators at $18.00 
per acre. Kerr considered the land 
to be worth between $25 and $30.00 
per acre and fully believed that the 
time given to the ballot and that 
which preceded it, had been extreme- 
ly well spent. 

D, W. Beaton waa lucky in draw- 
{ng second position and chose the 
north-east and north-west quarter 
eections of 26-43-26, ar $11.00 per 
acre; the third man was H. L, Bailey 
who contented himself with the 160 
acres, at $18.00 per acre, s'tuated on 
the south-east quarter 36-43-25.

FARM LAND PRICES, 


|From Saturday Evening Post. 

|} One of the marvels of the year has 
jbeen the land boom. Throughout the 
middle west real estate has been sold 
and resold at prices which have as- 
{tonished financiers and raised doubts 
as to the reality of the values. When 
farms are sold as far west as two 
hundred miles beyond the Missouri 
River for $250 an acre, and in Iowa 
jand TlMinois for $400 and $500 an acre, 
jdt is difficult to understand how the 
new owners can make interest on their 
investment if the price level of pro- 
ducts returns to the pre-war level, or 
(even near it. 

A questionaire sent to represen‘ta- 
tive men in every county of Iowa in 
midsummer brought these eatimates: 
The average price of farm jand is $234 
@n acre, an increase In sixty days of 
$28 an acre and in five rs of $94 
@n acre. In many increases the !n- 
crease has been far more than this, 
and it has not been unusual for specu- 
‘lators to make a profit of $50 an acre 
\in a few weeks. When !{t is consid- 
ered that in most instances there was 
paid down but a small amount to bind 
the contract, to be completed next 
March, {t beats operating on the stock 
exchange. '
